Mr, Mur- 
ray's Injuries were dressed by Love- 
lock physicians and a special train was 
hurriedly made up and he was taken 
through to the railroad hospital in 
Sacramento.

work for the cause of unionism and 
the evidence of its happy fruition as 
exhibited in the grand demonstration 
that characterized Saturday, night.

<-.S TO GENERAL RESULTS 


T 


'HE general result of the election throughout the 


country indicates a drift, although not a very 


strong one, away from the Republican party. 
The 


Democrats have gained something like twenty-five 
members of the House, and they are now strong 
enough in that body to put the Republicans upon then- 
good behavior. „ 


The fact that Republicans still have a majority 


does not, according to President Roosevelt, prove that 
the country is entirely satisfied with the past policj 


- of the party, but simply 2 belief that its promises for 


the future will be kept. This, in itself, is a suggestive 
admission. It is not entirely clear just what promises 
the party has made, and if, in the judgment of the 
President, the party is committed in any way to a de- 
parture from its past policy, it is not easy to see what 
"it can do along the line of such departure. 
The in- 


terests within the Republican party which would be 
affected by any material change in its economic policy 
are verp potential, and they will yield none of then 
unrighteous advantages without a hard struggle. 
If 


the Republican party should prove itself able to re- 
form the abuses which have grown up under its pol- 
icy, it will be the first time in the history of the country 
in which such a thing has been done. 


At first glance it seems anomolous that the Repub- 


licans should have made gains in Colorado. Montana 
and Idaho. 
It is quite apparent, though, that in the 


two first named States the anti-Republican forces 
were badly divided. 
In Colorado the Populists and 


Socialists were both out of harmony with the Dem- 
ocrats, while in Montana the Clark-Heinze feud had 
for a time disintegrated the Democratic party. 


In Idaho the parties were closely balanced in 


strength two years ago. 
The State is increasing its 


population rapidly and the Republicans seem to have 
got the major part of the increase. Besides, the out- 
going Senator, Mr. Heitfeld, who was a candidate 
for re-election, was in no sense a strong man politi- 
cally. Half Populist and half Democrat, he was lack- 
ing in those elements of political solidity which are 
necessary to give a man commanding force with the 
general public. 


It is not surprising that recent elections in these 


mountain States have shown Republican gains com- 
pared with the vote of 1896. All of these States, 
with the possible exception of Montana, were nor- 
mally Republican prior to their breakaway upon the 
silver issue. 
Naturally as that issue becomes some- 


what less tense, there is a drift back on the part of the 


, silver Republicans toward their former affiliations. 


They satisfy themselves by assuming that the isue in 
its broader sense, is a dead one, and so far as its minor 
aspects are concerned. Republicans in these states are 
just as good silver men as are their Democratic oppo- 
nents. This befogs the minds of many and blinds 
them to the real principle involved. They lose sight 
of the political fact that when they give their support 
to the national Republican party they are strength- 
ening the hands of that party for its continued war- 
fare upon silver mining or any other western interest. 


However all these things apart, the elections are 


over and we may now settle down and calmly watch 
the course of future political events.

VAN DUZER'S TRIUMPH 


T 


HE greatest surprise of the recent election in 


this State is the very handsome majority by 


which Van Duzer won over Farrington. From" the 
first announcement of the candidacies of thctwo men 
there was an unceasing effort to belittle and disparage 
Van Duzer, and magnify the strength and personal 
qualities of Mr. Farrington. This is not in general, a 
commendable line of political warfare. There may be 
cases in which it is measurably justified by the per- 
sonnel of the candidates, but this was clearly not such 
a case. 


"Undoubtedly the Republican candidate is a strong 


and able man, but in this respect there was no marked 
contrast between him and Mr, Van Duzer, and the lat- 
ter grew in the estimation of the public all through the 
campaign. The joint discussion at Virginia City, al- 
though it took place under conditions altogether dis- 
advantageous to Van Duzer, clearly demonstrated his 
ability to take care of himself. 
Farrington's cam- 


paign speech was fine in its diction, but it was alto- 
gether general in character, and when he was forced 
into a consideration ofs trictly Nevada issues, his po- 
sition became defensive and his tone apologetic 
at 


once. This is always a weak line of argumentation, 
however strong the de bater may be personally. 


Moreover, Mr. Farrington while undoubtedly a 


good lawyer, showed a lack of clear and accurate 
knowledge of American political and economic his- 
tory. 
He argued that the panic and hard times of 


1893, came as the result of the repeal of a Republican 
tariff, the McKinley law, and the substitution of a 
Democratic one, when in fact the panic came fifteen 
months before the McKinley tariff was disturbed. 
His whole "prosperity"' argument rested upon this 
egregrious error, and hense the argument was intrin- 
sically unsound. 


But aside from all purely personal considerations 


Van Duzer occupied the stronger position politically. 
He stood squarely for the local interests of Nevada, 
while Farrington merely sounded the praises of the 
g. o. p. from a national point of view. As the dis- 
cussion of the campaign issues proceeded it became 
clear that the policy of the Republican party promised 
nothing of substantial benefit to the people of this 


State. General political sentiment crystalized against 
that party and this it was that gave Van Duzer the 
victory. In brief Farrington was on the wrong side. 
Nevertheless, in view of the handicap under nfhich 
he started, Van Duzer"s triumph is a notable one.

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J. PIERPONT MORGAN

N reply to certain criticisms of Pierpont Morgan, 


who objected to some particular course of the 


present aministration on the ground that it would af- 
fect the value of certain Morgan'interests. President 
Roosevelt is reported to have spoken somewhat after 
this manner : "\ am neither a bull nor a bear of Mor- 
gan securities on Wall street. 
I am President of the 


United States, whose sole duty it is to execute the laws 
of the country," or words to that effect. 
If this an- 


swer of Mr. Roosevelt is true he deserves commenda- 
tion *or administering such an emphatic rebuke to the 
great financier. It appears that this man Morgan 
has become sorely afflicted with the "big head." His 
last stay in Europe demoralized him. 
He was re- 


ceived in regal state. He was feted by Kings and Em- 
perors and was consulted by them and their ministers 
until he came to look upon himself as one of them. 
Inflated with the compliments he had heard and be- 
ginning already to feel the "divinity that doth hedge 
a King" he sailed for home with the idea of taking 
a hand in the administration of his, own country's 
affairs. 
That lie is a king and that he weilds the 


greatest industrial and financial power ever held by 
one man no one will doubt, but he is not yet in a posi- 
tion to dictate to the government of the United States, 
He is only a private citizen and he should count for 
no more in the affairs of the country than his personal 
infiuepc.o is worth. \Ye hope that the President spoke 
to him as plainh as he is reported to have done. 
Ii he did not, ,co much the worse for the President. 
Mr. Morgan should not be allowed to usiup the least 
prerogative belonging to any official in the land. The 
people will tolerate nothing of that sort. If President 
Roosevelt really rebuked Morgan's officious sugges- 
tions, the people will applaud; if he did not, they will 
«oon get another President to take his place.
